The 1922-37 Regular Issue 


OON, unmourned, the regular issue 
of U. S. postage stamps in use the 
past 16 years will be replaced by 
the Presidential Series now in pro- 

cess of issue. The 1922-37 series was 
the first successful pictorial series. Only 
once before had one been attempted, 
that of 1869, but that issue lived only a 
few months due to the general razzing 
it received from the non-philatelic press. 
The horizontal rectangulars of the 1922- 

7 series however seemed to meet with 
general approval as criticism was slight. 

Since 1912 the U. S. had been using 
the same designs for its stamps, those 
to the seven-cent bearing head of Wash- 
ington and identical except for change 
in numerals, while those of 8c to $1 bore 
Franklin’s portrait without variation. 
The $2 and $5 differed from the others, 
being horizontal rectangles and bicolored, 
but these two stamps shared with the 
$2 and $5 type of 1902. In fact, five 
denominations had been in use without 
change in color or design since 1908. In 
July, 1922, word came out that a new 
series of regular postage stamps was con- 
templated, the object being to issue dis- 
tinctive designs of each denomination 
and thus reduce possibility of errors by 
postal clerks. It seems that it took the 
Department a long time to realize this, 
but statistics bore out the claim. 

First definite list of designs was in- 
cluded in the annual report of Postmas- 
ter General New. Repeating the reasons 
for the new issue, he announced that all 
denominations then issued would be re- 
peated in the new series except the 13c, 
no longer necessary. Two new values, 
14c and 25c, to meet parcel post rates 
and encourage use of a single stamp on 
parcel post, were announced to be add- 


ed. The designs selected were as fol- 
lows:

This list was adhered to except that a 
view of the Golden Gate at San Francis- 
co was used on the 20c, and Yosemite’s 
lovely Vernal Falls discarded as a sub- 
ject. 

An October 1st news release gave 
these reasons for the choice of designs: 

“The subjects were selected with careful re- 


gard for their suitability. The portraits include 
Washington and Jefferson as fathers of our

institutions, Franklin 
eral, Martha Washington to commemorate the 
pioneer womanhood of America, Lincoln, Gar- 
field and McKinley as the ‘Martyr Presidents’; 
Monroe to mark the foreign policy associated 
with his name, with Grant, Hayes, Cleveland 
and Roosevelt carrying on the historical line 
to a recent date.’’ 


This series, unlike the new 1938 Presi- 
dentials, was not issued in chronological 
order of denominations. First days of 
issue were arranged to fit in with anni- 
versaries associated with the subject of 
the design. It was with this issue that 
First Day Cover collecting really began. 
Prior to this, stamps had usually been 
issued whenever ready, with little or no 
attempt to select the date or place. It 
was nearly a year, as a result of this new 
policy, before the new stamps replaced 
to any great extent the 1908-21 series. 
As late as 1929 stocks of some denomi- 
nations of the old series remained in 
post offices, as none were recalled and all 
remained on sale until gone. As late 
as 1924 the Department is known to 
have shipped postmasters stocks of such 
supposedly common stamps as the Ic 
1912 design and the old $5 stamps are 
possibly still lingering in isolated stocks. 

First of the new series to be issued 
was the llc and as the official notice set 
the pattern for those to follow it seems 
proper to reprint it: 


NEW 11-CENT POSTAGE STAMPS, 
1922 ISSUE 
Third Asst. Postmaster General, 
Washington, Sept. 30, 1922. 


Postmasters and other officers and employees 
of the Postal Service are notified that the de- 
partment has issued a new 11-cent postage 
stamp. It is the first stamp of a new series 
which will replace the present issue of ordinary 
stamps known as the series of 1912. 

A description follows: The stamp is the same 
shape and size—75/100 by 87/100 inch—as 
the present series of stamps, and is printed in 
peacock blue ink. The central design is a 
portrait of Rutherford B. Hayes within an oval, 
and is partly inclosed in a panel which is 
supported on either side by acanthus scrolls. 
Above the portrait in a curved line appear the 
words “United States Postage’? in white Ro- 
man letters. On a ribbon below the oval is 
the name “Hayes,” and under this, at the 
bottom of the stamp, appears the word “Cents.” 
In both lower corners within ovals with dark 
backgrounds are the white numerals “11.” The 
entire stamp is inclosed within a crossline bor- 
der with small triangular ornaments in both 
upper corners. 

The first issue of the new 11-cent stamp will 
be placed on sale October 4, 1922, at Fremont, 
Ohio, in connection with the celebration of 
the one hundredth anniversary of the former 
President’s birth. They will also be placed on 
sale October 4, 1922, at the Philatelic Agency, 
Division of Stamps, Post Office Department, for 
the benefit of stamp collectors and dealers. 

The new 1l1l-cent stamp will not be issued 
to postmasters until the present supply of the

Time was so short for the Bureau to 
supply the new stamp that a printing 
was made from one plate (14058) and 
this first lot was not delivered to postal 
officials until the day before the sale. 
These were in a bright deep blue and 
readily told from later printings by their 
being so deep in color. In fact the 
Bureau kept printing this stamp in light- 
er and lighter shades of blue that grad- 
ually became more and more greenish in 
cast until finally in 1928 over 5,000,000 
copies were printed in a decided light 
green lacking all trace of blue. These 
have since been listed as a regular issue, 
though actually errors. Following 1928 
a return was made to the light blue and 

the green shades appeared no more. 


The other stamps of the series ap- 
peared in odd combinations, separately 
or in groups, the last being the 7c, 8c, 
14c and 20c, which all appeared on May 
1, 1923. Where possible the first day 
sale was on a date having a connection 
with the design, but most stamps were 
first placed on sale at points associated 
with the subject in addition to Washing- 
ton, D. C. The 5c Roosevelt appeared 
on Oct. 27, 1922, being issued at Oyster 
Bay, N. Y., and New York City, this 
date being the birthday of the former 
president. On November 11th the 15c, 
25c, and 50c values were issued at Wash- 
ington, it being felt the three were quite 
appropriate for issue on Armistice Day. 
The 15c portrayed Liberty, a gift of 
France; the 25c showed Niagara Falls on 
our unique unarmed northern border, 
and the 50c the Arlington Amphitheatre 
where rested the Unknown Soldier of the 
World War. 

James Garfield was born on Nov. 19 
but that date falling upon a Sunday in 
1922, the 6c was issued on the 20th at 
Washington. On Jan. 15th, 1923, the 
2c, 4c, 9c and 10c values were issued at 
Washington, the date having no con- 
nection with the designs. The demand 
for the 2c was such that it was felt un- 
wise to delay its issue until Washington’s 
birthday. The 1c Franklin was also in 
much demand and it was placed on sale 
upon his birthday, January 17, at Phila- 
delphia. 

On February 12th the Department 
placed on sale the 3c Lincoln and $1.00 
Lincoln Memorial. The 3c at Hodgen- 
ville, Ky., his birthplace, and the $1.00 
at Springfield, Ill., his home. On March 
20th, four more stamps were issued, the

A Miniature 
Sheet is defined as being also a small 
postal sheet issued to commemorate 
some personage or event, but it differs 
from the souvenir sheet in that the 
stamps making up the sheet may be 
purchased as single stamps from the post 
office. They further state that miniature 
sheets as thought of by their members 
are small sheets of stamps which also 
exist in larger sheets. For examples of 
both kinds they point to the 10c S. P. A.

sheet as it could be purchased only by 
the entire sheet. While the sheets of 25 
issued by Japan for the Red Cross and 
Emperfort’s Visit are miniature sheets as 
these stamps were sold in broken sheets. 
The U. S. White Plains sheet can also be 
termed a miniature sheet, though sold 
only in full sheets, the stamps were avail- 
able from 100-size sheets in any quan- 
tity.

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A Famous Queen 





When the dowager Queen Marie of 
Roumania passed away a few days ago 
it recalled a figure whose acts are re- 
flected in the stamps of the kingdom of 
Roumania which in turn reflect the 
turbulent history of the country. Marie’s 
profile is familiar to philately from her 
appearance on the Coronation set of 
1922. The common 1 leu green stamp 





portrayed her as a nurse, a popular por- 
trait of her, as she really had worked | 





diligently as a nurse tending to the | 
wounded of the World War. The be- | 
lated appearance of the Coronation set | 
itself is due to her as Roumania dropped | 
its neutrality and entered the war on the | 
side of the Allies at her insistence. It | 
is stated that she threatened to start a| 
revolution and set her son Carol up as| 
king unless her wishes were complied 
with. King Ferdinand bowed to her 
forceful demands and Carol had to wait 
another 15 years before becoming king. 
Roumania’s entry into the World War 
caused the postponement of the Coro- 
nation until 1922. She saw the country 
overrun with German and Austrian 
troops, the capital itself being occupied, 
but had the satisfaction of seeing the 
country emerge from the struggle with 
added territory and prestige. In fact 
she is credited with making Roumania 
a first-class second-rate power. Allied 
by marriage to almost every ruling house 
in Europe, she was popular at home 
because of her lack of royal airs and

ASSORTED 
PRESIDENTS 





As the biography on} 
the opposite page con- 
cludes the series 
started in January, comment seems | 
proper. If you’ve read the biographies | 
you will have probably reached the con- 
clusion that those gentlemen, the late | 
presidents of these United States, were 
a cosmopolitan group, comprising an odd | 
assortment of military heroes, slick (and 
some not so slick) politicians, statesmen 
and political accidents. They ranged 
from brilliant to stupid, coldly practical 
vote-getter to idealistic, from ex-junk 
man to wealthy planter. Some of them 
certainly help prove the claims of the 
democracy-hating dictators of Europe, 
while a larger number illustrate that the 
republican form of government isn’t 
something wicked and pernicious and 
symbolic of all that’s evil. Surprising 
is the fact that some of the political 
accidents proved able presidents, abler 
by far than others with a popular fol- 
lowing.

As far as they’re concerned it will remain 
a secret that Presidents Madison to 
Coolidge have loaned their profiles to the 
postal service for filling the central por- 
tion of stamp designs.

Calvin Coolidge 





THIRTIETH PRESIDENT — 1923-1929 


Born July 4, 1872 at Plymouth, Ver- 
mont. Died January 5, 1933, at North- 
ampton, Mass. He was raised on a 
farm and graduated from Amherst Col- 
lege. Practiced law and held various 
local offices at Northampton. From 1912 
to 1915 he was a member of the State 
Senate, leaving this to become lieuten- 
ant-governor in 1916. He was elected 
governor of Massachusetts in 1918 serv- 
ing two terms. During his terms occurred 
the famous Boston police strike and 
Coolidge’s conduct during it won him 
fame as a champion of law and order. 
His popularity made him an excellent 
vice-presidential nominee under Hard- 
ing. A few hours after Harding’s death 
Coolidge took the oath of office from his 
father, then justice of the peace, at 
Plymouth. He cleaned up the “Teapot 
Dome” and other scandals admirably, 
appointing a number of new officials to 
replace those accused and found guilty. 
He set an example of economy which re- 
sulted in reducing the public debt and 
income taxes. Coolidge was readily re- 
nominated in 1924 and won the ensuing 
election by a large majority. He de- 
clined re-nomination in 1928, retiring to 
his home to write though remaining 
active in business. An _ outstanding 
achievement, or so it wads thought at the 
time, was the Kellogg-Briand Peace Pact, 
a means of settling international dis- 
putes and outlawing war, this being 
signed by many nations during Coolidge’s 
second term. Since then, several of the 
signatories have not hesitated to break 
the pact, using various pretexts. It was 
during Coolidge’s terms that the custom 
of issuing commemorative stamps every 
year became established reaching as 
much as four in a year. The late 
president, sixth vice-president to succeed 
to the presidency through death of the 
incumbent, will be portrayed on the 
highest value of the new regular series, 
the $5.00 stamp. 

This concludes our series of biog- 
raphies from a philatelic viewpoint of 
the deceased presidents of the United 
States, whose portraits will appear on 
the new regular series now in process of 
manufacture and _ issue.

10% holes in 2 centimetres. The first 
experiments with the 11x10%% perforation 
were made in December, 1926, and the 
following May all the machines for per- 
forating the rotary press sheet stamps 
were changed to this gauge. All values 
that had been issued perforated 10 had 
appeared in the compound by the end of 
July, 1937. Since some values of the 
perf. 10 had not been issued until 1926, 
it is apparent why these rapidly in- 
creased in value, due to their short life. 
Only the Ic to 10c values appeared 
printed by the rotary press until in July, 
1931, when the department commenced 
issuing the higher values, all up to the 
50c appearing by the end of September. 
The three dollar values are the only 
denominations remaining without any 
change whatsoever in manner of produc- 
tion from the time they were first issued. 

Effective April 15, 1925, new postal 
rates on circulars and printed matter and 
on parcel post under 8 ounces (Third 
Class Mail) made necessary the addition 
of stamps in fractional denominations. 
The design of the 2c Harding Memorial 
stamp was altered to 1c, dates re- 
moved and this stamp issued on March 
19, 1925. This stamp was issued on the 
first day printed from both flat and ro- 
tary plates and though the rotary stamps 
cost much less to produce, both meth- 
ods were used for some time. This stamp 
differs in the frame considerably from 
the other values of the upright denomi- 
nations of the new series. To enable 
postmasters to use up stocks of Ic 
stamps, a 1c stamp was also issued. 
This stamp portrayed Nathan Hale, hero 
of the Revolutionary War, and was is- 
sued April 4 at New Haven, Conn., his 
one-time home, as well as Washington as 
usual. Its design tallied exactly with 
the other values from 1c to 14c, and did 
not appear as a rotary press stamp until 
May 25, 1929. This stamp proved pop- 
ular with mailers of circulars, who pre- 
ferred to use it in pairs and strips in lieu 
of Ic or 1%4c stamps, claiming that cir- 
culars so franked received more atten- 
tion. At one time sales of this denomi- 
nation were restricted to small amounts 
in order to discourage this use as there 
was little profit to the Postal Service. 
The new 1!4c stamp was placed on sale 
as soon as ready and coils, both side- 
wise and endwise soon appeared. Sheets 
imperforate from both printings were sup- 
plied, the rotary press issue having been 
a mistake. The rotary stamps had a 
5/16 inch gutter between the panes in 
each sheet, thus making it impossible to 
use these sheets for private coils ,and the 
stamps were sold at the Philatelic Agen- 
cy only. 

Two additional denominations were 
added to the series in 1925-26. A 13c 
stamp was found necessary after all, 
and one was issued portraying Benjamin 
Harrison and printed by the flat plate 
Process on January 11, 1926. The date 
ad no connection with Harrison, but 
the stamp was sold on the first day at 
Indianapolis, his former home, as well 
as Washington. It served mainly as a 
convenient denomination for common 
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parcel post rates. On December 28, 
1925, the Dept. added a 17c stamp. This 
was a denomination long requested by 
heavy mailers of registered mail, com- 
bining the single letter rate with the 
registry fee. The stamp was sold on the 
late President’s birthday at Staunton, 
Va., his birthplace, at Princeton, N. J., 
his home, at New York City, headquar- 
ters of the Wilson Foundation, and at 
Washington. Both these new denomina- 
tions were issued from rotary plates in 
1931. 

The 1c and 2c denominations appeared 
in booklets printed from both flat and 
rotary plates but stamps from _ these 
panes differ in no major detail from 
sheet stamps. Curious combinations were 
found until a few years ago on the 73c 
books which contained 1c 1917-19 panes 
with 2c 1922 type panes, indicating the 
gradual change from one series to the 
other. Only the 2c rotary booklet pane 
appeared with the 10 perforation and 
is one of the scarcest items of the whole 
series, due to a very small issue. 

In 1923 the Bureau decided to try to 


reclaim some of the waste sheets result- 
ing from printing the 1c and 2c side- 
wise coil stamps. The full sheets of 170 
subjects were cut into panes of 70 and 
100 and sent to New York City and pos- 
sibly other offices. As the coil sheets 
were perforated only vertically (10) the 
sheets had to be perforated horizontally 
before they could be used, so they were 
run through the machines used for per- 
forating flat plate sheets, these machines 
being of the 11 gauge. The result was 
the 11x10 varieties, which have always 
been among the scarcer perforation va- 
rieties. In May, 1924, more coil waste 
was made into post office sheets, about 
10,000 1c stamps in coil sheets being 
perforated 11 both horizontally and ver- 
tically, as these few sheets had no per- 
forations at all. The 2c is much’ com- 
moner, though decidedly scarce. The Ic 
was not known to exist until two years 
after its issue and is one of the greatest 
20th Century rarities, only two unused 
copies being known to exist. On the 
request of collectors, the Bureau ceased 
to issue the coil waste, though actually 
the savings were trivial in using up this 
waste in this manner. Since 1924 all 
such waste has been destroyed. Only 
last year was reported the 1c perforated 
11 from endwise coil waste and only two 
or three copies being known, it seems 
destined to be the greatest 20th Century 
U. S. rarity. 

In 1930 the designs of two denomina- 
tions were replaced by new ones. The 
4c Martha Washington stamp was re- 
placed by the 4c Taft, the new stamp 
being issued at Cincinnati on June 4, 
1930, and the sidewise coil variety ap- 
pearing on Sept. 18. On December 2 
the original 144c was replaced with an- 
other, also portraying Harding, but from 
a new full-face portrait and inclosed 
in a frame which matched exactly that 
of the other denominations to 14c. Both 
sheet and sidewise coils were issued on 
the first day at Washington. An end- 
wise coil stamp has never been issued of 
the new 114c design and the old design in 
this form continued ta be supplied the 
very few users of this variety. 
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The last addition to the series was a 
new 3c stamp portraying Washington is- 
sued at Washington on June 16, 1932. 
The first-class rate was to be raised to 3c 
on July 6, 1932, and it was desired to 
have the stamp for the single letter rate 
portray Washington in accordance with 
custom. For the design the 2c of’ the 
Bicentennial series issued that year was 
used, only the dates being removed and 
figures changed. The 3c Lincoln then 
ceased to be printed, though a printing 
was made in 1934 for use on the 125th 
anniversary of Lincoln’s birth. The new 
3c did not match in frame design the 
other low values of the 1922 series. Both 
sidewise and endwise coils were issued 
later in the year and booklets as well. 
The new rate also necessitated issuance 
of the 6c in sidewise coils on August 
18th, this being the first coil of that 
denomination issued. 

The Postmaster General announced in 
1929 that a new series of ordinary post- 
age stamps were to be issued to replace 
the current series, but nothing was act- 
ually done until the present Presidential 
series appeared. 

The series announced in 1922 was to 
include 21 denominations. To this has

NEW WRINKLES 


F. S. Farrington of Newark, O., sends 
me some of the Sears Roebuck mail 
order stamps used during July. An old 
5c and 8c, the wording Chicago, Illinois, 
in small type similar to U-71 and above 
the top line SRC JUL 38 and ALL OF 
THIS seems to be in ONE HAND- 
STAMP. If this is true then they must 
get a new handstamp each month, unless 
the handstamp is fixed so that the dates 
can be changed. This could be done 
with small movable rubber type. K. M. 
Smith of Fostoria sends me a strip of 
three 3c Stuart coils used by Sears at 
Philadelphia, Pa. Letters about the size 
of U-13 but a rubber handstamp. Date 
etc. above lined up with the balance of 
the precancellation so that it looks like 
a part of it. Then comes Mr. George 
Chapman’s piece of cover used by Mont- 
gomery Ward at Albany, N. Y. The 
piece contained a 5c Albany B-76, a 20c 
old issue and Ic Pres. in a rubber Hand- 
stamp type duly overprinted and the 
prize of the piece is a 12c in a new 
ELECTRO that looks like it was made 
purposely for this SECONDARY OVER- 
PRINTING stuff. The legend Albany, 
N. Y., in letters not as tall as B-11 but 
a little more expanded between rather 
thick lines not so very far apart. The 
precancellation is centered to the bottom 
of the stamp leaving plenty of room at 
the top for the MW JUL 38 imprint. I 
hope some of my readers get the chance 
to check up on these mail order hand- 
stamps and see if they are made as a 
one piece outfit or are made so that the 
dates can be changed in them.

been added the 4c, 1'%c, 13c and 17c, 
making 25 in all. Three designs were 
replaced with others, the 1c, 3c and 4c. 
The perforation changes account for a 
large number of varieties. All values 
and designs were issued perforated 11x 
101%. All except the second 1c, 3c 
and 4c were issued perforated 11 (flat 
plate). Only the denominations from Ic 
to 10c except the three second designs 
were issued perforated 10. In addition 
the lc and 2c rotary coil waste were is- 
sued perforated 11 (2 kinds of the 1c) 
and 11x10. In coils the 1c, 1%4c, 2c, 3c, 
4c, 5c, 6c and 10c were issued in side- 
wise coils including both designs of the 
114c, 3c, and 4c. In vertical coils the 
lc, first 14%4c, 2c and second 3c have 
appeared. The 1c and 2c appeared in 
booklet panes of 6 perforated both 11 
and 11x10% and the 2c perforated 10, 
while the new 3c appeared perforated 
11x10%4. All denominations from 1c to 
10c including the first 1%c were over- 
printed in 1929 with abbreviated names 
of Kansas and Nebraska for issue only 
within those states as an experiment in 
detecting stamp thefts and reducing in- 
centive for thefts. Four more varieties 
also can be included, the imperforates 
of the 1c, 1%c and 2c, only the 1%c 
appearing in rotary press sheets as well 
as the original flat plate sheets. Count- 
ing all perforation changes this totals 
69 different stamps in perforated sheets, 
15 coil varieties in all, 6 booklet panes, 
22 stamps overprinted and four imper- 
forates, a grand total of 116 major va- 
rieties collectible of the series of 1922- 
1935. The new Presidential series can 
never hope to equal that, and there 
seems no reason to believe there will be 
any perforation varieties on the new 
series. 

It might be worthy of note that Vernal 
Falls in Yosemite National Park was in- 


denominations, the 15c, 20c and 50c in 
turn, only to be discarded in favor of 
other subjects. The famous falls finally 
did appear upon a stamp—in error on 
the 1932 18c Philippines when it was 
used in lieu of Pagsanjan Falls. Other 
rejected designs for the series included 
that of a 3c Harrison, a 10c Roosevelt, a 
13c portraying the Giant Sequoia tree, 
a 15c with view of Roosevelt Dam, 
the 20c in three designs including Ni- 
agara Falls, Mount of the Holy Cross, 
and Mt. Rainier; a 25c Arlington Amphi- 
theatre; a 40c Arlington Amphitheatre; 
a 50c Capitol; $1.00 “Columbia”; and $5 
America in upright design. Some of 
these were very attracive and the choice 
in particular on the 20c is not under- 
standable considering how unattractive 
the accepted design was in comparison 
with the others. In rejecting Yosemite 
on the 15c the frame was retained, re- 
sulting in this stamp’s frame being dif- 
ferent from the 14c and lower denomi- 
nations. 


The 1922-35 series marked several im- 
portant things philatelic. As mentioned 
before, First Day Cover collecting was 
really inaugurated with this issue. It 
marked the end of the issuance of full 
sheets imperforate for private manufac- 
ture of coils. In 1927, the production 
by the Bureau of coils of 3,000 in addi- 
tion to those of 500 and 1,000 made such 
imperfs no longer necessary. The series 
also ihfcludes the greatest rarity, stamps 
from endwise coil waste perforated 11 
and not discovered until over a decade 
after the time they are believed to have 
appeared. The series was the first to 
appear regularly precancelled by the 
Bureau at time of manufacture of stamp 
and this inaugurated the now popular 
hobby of collecting Bureau Prints. The 
designs were pleasing in general, the 
colors suitable, and the subjects chosen 
of a deserving nature. All in all, a most 
interesting regular series, is now starting 
to disappear from post office stocks, and 
despite the complicated perforation va- 
rieties it should remain ever popular with 
collectors.

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And so another week passes, bringing 
to light more values of the Presidential 
series which are being well received here 
in New York. Covers are coming in 
thick and fast, and there is quite a bit 
of activity among cover collectors. The 
new Northwest Territory Commemora- 
tive has also made its appearance here 
in New York, and is taking its place 
with the others. 





In collecting United States stamps, 
plate blocks have always had a premium, 
and always will have. But in foreign 
stamps, marginal markings seem to have 
very little value except Czechoslovakia, 
which issues certain stamps with cou- 
pons. These are the same size as the 
stamp and run along the sheet. There 
are approximately 18 of these coupons to 
each sheet, and are proving to be more 
popular day by day. New Issue dealers 
find it difficult in many cases to get 
supplies of these coupons to fill orders. 


An interesting item seen on Nassau 
St. the other day were the Russia Scott 
No. 302-03, Lenin Imperf in Blocks. 
These stamps are seldom seen on Nassau 
St., especially in blocks. They are not 
listed in Scott’s Catalogue, and usually 
run high. 


Summer activity here in New York 
seems to be above par this year. There 
is much speculation as to the actual rea- 
son. Even tho the stock market is on 
a general upward trend, and with the 
government inaugurating their spending

program, conditions generally seem on 
the upgrade thereby reflecting on stamps. 
Also with the possibility of inflation, 
people are stocking up on issues that are 
missing from their collections and stocks 
for fear of what might happen. 


As you may recall, in the January 8th 
and 15th column, I gave warning to look 
for a Morris Bernstein alias Sidney Kap- 
lan, etc., who has been accused of 
burglarizing several dealers here in New 
York. This fellow has been at large for 
quite a while, and was finally captured 
and sent to prison for a long stretch, 
which will give him plenty of time to 
think matters out. Upon his release, he 
will be served with another warrant. 
This will continue until all charges 
against him are cleared. Philatelic or- 
ganizations and dealers have cooperated 
marvelously in this case and are to be 
congratulated. 


Forged Coronation Postmarks 
Result in Prison Sentences 


Two Birmingham stamp dealers were 
convicted July 12 on various charges in 
connection with the manufacture and 
sale of forged Coronation first day covers 
from Gilbert and Ellice, Gold Coast, 
Nyasaland and Northern’ Rhodesia. 
George Whitehurst, 55, though pleading 
not guilty on all charges was convicted 
and sentenced to 18 months in prison. 
Chief evidence was that of a clerk for 
John Driscoll Harris, who told of taking 
to Whitehurst’s home a number of en- 
velopes bearing unused Gilbert and El- 
lice stamps and then watching White- 
hurst postmark them. These, she de- 
clared were put in Harris’ stock for sale. 
A police Superintendent declared they 
had traced evidence of the sale of 3,283 
forged covers from Gilberts, Gold Coast 
and Northern Rhodesia amounting in all 
to $10,595.00. The judge before sentenc- 
ing both defendants, made some scath- 
ing comments on the nature of the fraud. 
Harris received only nine months, due 
perhaps to his admitting all charges ex- 
cept two relating to uttering forged 
covers. Robson Lowe, well-known dealer, 
who months ago charged forgeries were 
on the market, was one of the prosecu- 
tion witnesses. No description of the 
forgeries was given in accounts of the 
trial, other than that the Gold Coast 
forgery was dated “Accra, May 12, 
3 P. M., 1937,” but it was not stated 
if genuine postmarks were also known 
so dated.

suffer from its own follies. It is 
quite probable that within a 
short time, if it has not already 
come to pass, that the member- 
ship in New York City alone 
will soon outnumber the previous 
membership in the entire coun- 
try. 

To get results in an associa- 
tion of this nature it must in- 
clude all of the legitimate deal- 
ers who conduct their business 
in an honorable manner. Then 
if there are cities or localities in 
which there are a sufficient num- 
ber of members that there can 
be frequent local meetings there 
is some chance for activity that 
should eventually benefit the 
stamp trade as well as benefit 
the customers of the stamp trade 
for any organization of business 
men which does not realize that 
it must work for the good of 
its customers as well as for the 
good of its member will fail. 

There have been many things 
and there are still many things 
that can be done for the better- 
men of both the dealer and his 
customer and these things can 
only be done through an organi- 
zation that gets together and 
seriously considers these things 
and then makes an effort to see 
that its membership will stand 
together in carrying out the 
practices. 


Heretofore with the limited, 
select, invitational membership, 
the Association had no_ con- 
trol nor any right to control over 
more than 90% of the stamp 
dealers in America and with such 
a situation it should have long 
ago been apparent to anyone that 
something else would have to be 
done. 

We feel that the change that 
has been made amounts to a re- 
birth of the ASDA and we shall 


be content to give the new 
youngster sufficient time to get 
on its feet and then we believe 
that there should be some defi- 
nite results from its efforts. 

We know that there are just 
as many fine men in the stamp 
trade in New York City and 
elsewhere, as in any other line 
of business and we feel certain 
that active cooperation among 
these men will work toward 
their own betterment as stamp 
dealers and their own betterment 
can best be brought about by a 
serious study of the entire retail 
stamp trade with an effort to 
promote more confidence between 
collector and dealer.
